\ t ’HEN th* chief executive of the United Stat.1* 
deplores th* financial sacrifices of public 
service, as he did in accepting the resignation of 
Dean Acheson as underset rotary of state. Ifs 
time to acknowledge that the United States will 
get in the long run what it pays for- not much 
more, 
Mr. Acheson was capable, lie was valuable in 
bis position. But he has been trying to quit for 
the last two years because he couldn’t afford to 
hold down one of the world’* toughest Jobs for 
$9,000 a year. In th* practice of law, he could 
make many tim es that much, so he is going to 
practice law.
